Motion,  you  muft  fubtract  the  Place  of  the  Moon  one 
Day,  from  her  Place  the  following  Day,  by  adding  30  de-

Sign,  and  60  Minutes  are  in  every  Degree  ;  fo  you  have  the 
daily  Motion  of  the  Moon  :  Then  look  for  the  fame  in  the 
Head,  or  the  neareft  Number  you  can  find,  and  under  it  is 
the  Motion  of  the  Moon,  agreeing  to  that  Time, 

Example.  To  find  the  Place  of  the  Moon  on  the  3d  Day 
of  January  at  9  at  Night :  Her  Place  at  Noon  is  X  7°  15',  and 
the  next  Day  in  200  41'  of  the  fame  Sign  ;  therefore  her  diur- 
nal Motion  is  130  26'  ;  then  I  find  the  neareft  Number  to  this, 
viz.  1 30  26',  in  the  Head  of  the  Table,  and  againli  9  Hours  Is 
50  2',  which  being  added  to  X  7°I5',  her  Place  at  Noon,  the 
Sum  will  be  X  120  17',  her  Place  at  9  o'Clock  that  Night. 
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
